Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by thew names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. ‘The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1912.* 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for Apri], 1912, when compared with those 
for April, 1911, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of the Exports of the Produce 
and Manufactures of the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in April was £60,414,742, an increase 
of £8,564,127, or 16°5 per cent., as compared with April, 1911; 
whilst the total Exports amounted to £42,971,185, a decrease of 
£2,210,082. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of £2,805,329, or 7°9 per cent., as compared 
with April, 1911; whilst there is an increase of £595, 247, or 6°3 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN APRIL. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes* during 
April, 1912, amounted to 3,545,912 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 3,759,845 tons, as against 3,276,119 tons entered, and 4,650,445 
tons cleared, during April, 1911. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes* during April, 1912, 
amounted to 2,165,048 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,142,521 
tons, as against 2,601,447 tons entered, and 2,546,248 tons cleared 
in April, 1911. 


VI—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-APRIL. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes,* during 
the four months, January-April, 1912, amounted to 13,778,800 tons, 
and the tonnage cleared to 16,552,948 tons, as against 12,685,476 tons 
entered, and 18,490,346 tons cleared, during the four months, January- 
April, 1911. With regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage 
entered with cargoes* during the four months, January-April, 1912, 
amounted to 9,877,332 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 9,750,614 
tons, as against 10,384,658 tons entered, and 10,244,799 tons cleared, 
during the corresponding period of 1911. 





NEW LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANIES ACT IN BRITISH 
INDIA. 


The “Gazeite of India” of 23rd March contains the text of an Act 
(No. 6 of 1912), entitled the “ Indian Life Assurance Companies Act, 
1912,” to provide for the regulation of Life Assurance Companies in 
British India, including British Baluchistan, the Santhal Parganas, 
and the Pargana of Spiti. 

The Act received the assent of the Governor-General of India in 
Council on 18th March, and: enacts, inter alia, that every life assurance 
company constituted outside British India which establishes a place 
of business in British India, or appoints an agent in British India, 
with the object of obtaining life assurance business, shall, within three 
months from the establishment of the place of business or the appoint- 
ment of such agent, file with the Registrar appointed under the 
Act— 

(a) a certified copy of the charter, statutes or memorandum and 
articles of the company, or other instrument constituting or defining 
the constitution of the company, and, if the instrument is not written 
in the English language, a certified translation thereof ; 

(b) a list of the Directors of the company ; and 

(c) the names and addresses of some one or more persons resident 
in British India authorised to accept on behalf of the company service 
of process and any notices required to be served on the company.

The Act requires a deposit from every company carrying on the 
business of life assurance in British India; but it includes provisions 
for exempting an assurance company carrying on life assurance 
business in the United Kingdom from this requirement among others, 
on its obtaining a declaration by the Governor-General in Council, 
within three months of the commencement of the Act, that it so 
carries on such business.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


France.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Rouen (Mr. C. B. C. Clipperton) on the trade of that 
district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Custom-house entry and duties charged under new tariff.i—The new 
French customs tariff, which came into effect in 1910, has caused 
anxiety to numerous exporters to France, the reason being that under 
the new tariff certain goods which were entered at a lower rate are now, 
owing to the new classification, charged higher duties. The goods 
sometimes pass the “ vérificateur” under the old duty, but if that 
official has reason to suppose that the goods are wrongly classified 
he stops the custom-house entry, unless the shippers or their agents 
are willing to pay under the new classification. If the shippers protest 
and the “‘ vérificateur” upholds his decision, there is only one way 
out of the difficulty ; the local Director of Customs having no say in 
the matter necessitates the case being referred to the head customs 
office in Paris. What is known as an “ expertise légale” then. 
follows. The head customs office in Paris has a list of experts 
appointed from different trades. From this list the shipper, or his 
agent, selects an expert, the custom-house appointing another. The 
‘“‘ expertise” is then held, and if the two experts agree their decision 
is final. } 

If the two experts appointed do not agree, a third expert is ‘ 
appointed by the custom-house to decide with one expert or the 
other. ‘The result is the same as if the two experts had agreed, and 
there is no appeal. 

Advice to firms wishing to sell to the French market,—F¥irms 
wishing to do business in France should express themselves in a clear, 
yet detailed manner, which, should they employ an agent, would 
enable the latter to answer at once all questions which a client is 
likely to ask from the supplier. | 

It is necessary that answers to all enquiries should specify :— 

1, The price per article, per dozen or gross, or per lb., cwt., &c. 
for goods taken at the works. 

2.°The cost of packing and the cost of transport, separately, from 
the works to the British port. 

8. The commission, the discount, and the terms of payment.

4. For all industrial supplies the necessary dimensions should be 
given; when for machinery, the space occupied, the diameter and 
the width of the driving pulleys, the practical speed, approximate 
production and horse power required, should be indicated. 

5. The gross and net weights are indispensable for the calculation 
of the transport rates and customs duty. In the case of crates, cases, 
&c. weighing over 1 ton the weight of the heaviest parcel is 
necessary. 

“ 6. The shortest delay of delivery which can be promised without 
fail should be indicated. 

7. When possible, all offers must be accompanied with samples, 
as many articles are only accepted on presentation of same. 

Catalogues or illustrated circulars, preferably in French, should 
be sent; circulars about 8} in. by 104 in. are the most practical and 
the most appreciated.

France (continued)—The British Chamber of Commerce in Paris 
publishes in the April issue of its Monthly Circular the following 
warning with regard to the marking of transit goods :—“ It is stated that 
the French Customs Service in the various Channel ports is examinin 
transit goods with increasing strictness, and we would remind British 
manufacturers who may send goods to Extra-European Countries, vid 

French ports, that such goods are liable to seizure in French waters 
if bearing any indications of a nature to cause the belief that they 
are of French origin, unless such indications are accompanied by the 
words ‘‘ Importé d’ Angleterre”’ or “ fabriqué en Angleterre.”

Austria-Hungary, Hungary.— The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. E. M. Grant Duff) 
on the trade of Hungary in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Although there are many first-rate business houses in Hungary, 
care should be taken to ascertain the reputation of firms. It is difficult 
to do business there promptly ; patience is required, and representatives 
of British firms might with advantage remain at Budapest longer and 
study the commercial habits of the Hungarians with greater care. 
ad Credit enquiry agents in Budapest are not always reliable, but the 
first-rate banks are trustworthy in this respect. H.M. Consul- 
General is convinced that with more energy on the part of British 
traders larger business might be done. The prices of many British 
articles—making every allowance for duty, transport, risk, &.— 
are so high at Budapest that it is thought that a general store, 
supplied only with good-class reasonably cheap British goods, 
might have a marked success. The Hungarian, as a rule, does 
not seem to understand that to sell a hundred articles with a small 
profit may pay better than to make a high profit on ten. In 
general, genuine British goods are at present only retailed by the 
larger firms, which charge partly according to their position and 
reputation. Great numbers of sham British goods are sold in the 
smaller shops at prices which should command fair qualities of the 
genuine articles. H.M. Consul-General suggests, for the considera-

tion of British firms interested, that their circulars, price lists, &c. 
should be translated either into Hungarian, preferably, or German, 
giving equivalents of English weights, measures and prices in the 
metric system. Cash payments on delivery in wholesale business 
are not usual in Ilungary; British merchants should therefore be 
prepared to give credit, the length of which varies in the different 
trades. The British Vice-Consul at Koloszvar, himself a Hungarian 
merchant, reports that the most sound method of conducting business 
with Hungary would be to include freight and duty in the prices, as 
is already done by some continental firms. 

It should be borne in mind that the success that has heen attained 
by some continental commercial travellers in Hungary is in part due 
to their greater efficiency, and to the long credit allowed by the firms 
which they represent.

Turkey.—The 1911 Report of the British Chamber of Commerce 
for Turkey contains the following reference to Turkish Government 
Contracts :— 

“We must again express the regret that our idea of organising an 
Intelligence Bureau with the object of acquiring early information 
regarding Government Tenders has for the present not been realised, 
owing to the lack of means at our disposal to meet the necessary 
expenditure. We are under the impression, from what we have been 
told, that firms and individuals who are in constant relations with 
the various Government Departments, receive intimation of certain 
requirements long before the official notices are given to the press, 
and as the delay for receiving tenders is often inadequate for corres- 
pondence with home firms, they are able to tender when it is materially 
impossible for others to do so. It would certainly tend to a larger 
number, and possibly of more advantageous tenders being put in, if 
a longer time were allowed for the adjudications than is the case at 
present.” (10.469)

Tripoli (of Barbary).—The British Acting Consul-General at Tripoli 
(Mr. G. H. Fitzmaurice) reports that the military operations in 
progress in the vicinity of the coast have entailed a practically com- 
plete cessation of commercial operations of import and export. 

All plant and requirements for new enterprises started by the 
Italians (e.g. the construction of railways, port works, waterworks, 
&c.) are being imported from Italy.

short duration and would be followed by a local boom, imported .

(d) abstraction of any of the essential elements of any food or 
drug, and . 
(e) the importation of adulterated or impoverished foods,

description indicating that the butter or milk or cream has 
been so treated ; or 
(c) Condensed skimmed milk, except in tins or other receptacles 
bearing a label whereon the words ‘“‘skimmed milk untit 
for infants” are printed in English, Sinhalese, and Tamil 
in large and legible type; or | 
(d) Any adulterated or impoverished article of food to which the 
Governor in Executive Council, by notification in the 
‘‘Government Gazette,” may direct that this section shall 
be applied, unless the same be imported in packages or 
receptacles conspicuously marked with a name or descrip- 
tion indicating that the article has been so treated. 

The Principal Collector of Customs or other Customs Officer may 
take such samples of consignments of imported articles of food as may 
be considered necessary. 

An article of food shall be deemed to be “adulterated” or 
“impoverished ” if it has been mixed with any other substance, or if 
any part of it has been abstracted, so as in either case to affect 
injuriously its quality, substance or nature—provided that an article 
of food shall not be deemed to be adulterated by reason only of the 
addition of any preservative or colouring matter of such a nature 
and in such quantity as not to render the article injurious to health.

that the identity of the cases can be established.

‘  stantinovka on the Ekaterine Railway and joins 
the Kursk-Kharkov-Sevastopol branch of the Southern Railways at 
Fedorovka, passing through the northern part of the Berdiansk 
district (Uyezd). Eventually the line is to be continued through the 
Melitopol and Perikop districts to Port Skadovsk on the Black Sea, 
passing through one of the most fertile parts of South Russia. 

At present the grain from this district finds its way during the 
period of navigation to Berdiansk and wid the River Dnieper to 
Odessa, and in winter to Theodosia; but as Skadovsk harbour is 
seldom frozen in winter and as the new line will be the shortest route 
to the Black Sea, there can be no doubt that traffic will be diverted 
from the old route, and Skadovsk will thus become an important grain 
shipping port. 

In transmitting the above report, H.M. Consul-General at Odessa 
points out that Skadovsk and its neighbour, Khorli, belong to very 
rich and enterprising landowners, so that probably the next few years 
will see great developments at one or both of these ports.

granted. 

Authority is given for the payment of sums not exceeding 
£23,101 in 1912-13; £29,174 in 1913-14; £26,921 in 1914-15; 
and £6,588 in 1915. The subsidies will be paid at the beginning 
of each quarter for the services maintained during the previous 
quarter. £21,791 will be paid during 1912-13 to the Chosen 
Yusen Kaisha for coastal services, and £1,020 to the Chinnampo 
Kisen Kaisha for river services, to begin on 1st April, 1912, in each 
case. ‘The former concern is an amalgamation of various companies, 
mainly small concerns, formerly running vessels round the shores 
of Corea; no important new service is included among those 
specified by the Government. It is not expected that the policy of 
granting subsidies to encourage the coastal and river navigation of 
Corea will cause any marked expansion at first; the object in view 
appears to be rather to ensure that the existing services are improved 
and regularly maintained with suitable vessels.

GERMANY, 


The British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) has forwarded 
; a summary of a report on the state of the textile 
oe industry in Chemnitz, which appeared in the 
Stuffs. &c “ Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten” of 24th April, 
Totnes tee re from which it appears that although employment 
heii is good in the textile industry, prices are depressed. 
' There is increased activity in the stocking trade, 
the demand for fine “muslin” and silk stockings and also for fine 
‘‘glanz,” “Flor” and mercerised articles in quiet patterns being 
especially good. Immediate orders for-summer goods have been 
given in more than sufficient quantities, nearly all in fine silk and 
‘muslin ” kinds, with the result that it is said to be impossible to 
complete these orders for short delivery owing to the insufficient 
number of machines available. Extra fine petinet stockings and 
stockings with fine embroidery are in favour in Russia. 

The glove industry, after several bad years, is showing an improve- 
ment, and there have been good sales of summer goods to Australia. 
The long ‘‘ Milanese” glove, made on English “ Milanese” looms in 
the Limbach and Burgstadt districts, is in demand in France, as also 
is the stuff for making the gloves. In Russia, both long and short 
gloves are worn, champagne and créme colours being most favoured. 
South America has recently been a good customer for “ Flor,” 
“Milanese,” silk and suéde gloves. The new “Gruna” loom glove, 
which is made on a mechanical loom built after a French model on 
which the finest flower and arabesque patterns can be worked, is 
becoming increasingly popular. 

There is a oiled large demand for decorative stuffs as the fashion 
of curtains is replacing that of embroidered door and window 
hangings. 

The state of the tulle industry has improved during the last 
few months. In 1911 there was considerable: over-production since 
fashion was not so favourable to this article as during previous years. 
Tulle is being bought again now, and the factories are well employed, 
though complaints are heard over the bad prices. ? 

The situation in the cotton spinning mills cannot be described as 
unsatisfactory, but the margin of profit is no longer as great as if was 
a few months ago. The mills, however, are employed on contracts at 
long date. (C. 8,935.)

SOUTH AFRICA: 


According to official estimates published in the “ Union Gazette ” of 
Estimated 12th April, the total yield of the maize crop of 
Crop of the Transvaal Province for 1912 is estimated at 
ee, 2,307,970 bags of 200 Ibs. each, as compared with 
an actual yield of 3,177,298 bags in 1911. Maize 
grown by whites is expected to produce 1,907,970 bags and that 
grown by natives to produce 400,000 bags. As stated on p. 260 of 
the “ Board of Trade Journal” of lst February, the decrease in the 
yield this year is principally due to the severe drought during the 
ploughing season and to insect pests. 





NETHERLANDS. 


H.M. Consul at Rotterdam (Mr. H. Turing) reports, under date of 
27th April, that the winter sowings of grain in the 
Crop Prospects. Netherlands in the autumn of 1911, took place 
under favourable circumstances. The absence of 
cold weather during the first part of the winter materially assisted 
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in the development of the seed, although a certain amount of damage 
was done by the few days of severe cold, without snow, in January 
and February. On the whole, it is anticipated that good crops of 
wheat, rye and barley will be forthcoming. 

Grass is in excellent condition and affords abundant pasture 
for cattle, which were sent out very early in the year. The recent 
cold weather will, however, retard the development of the grass. 

The area under clover is considerably smaller than in normal years. 
Reports are good in the south-western but less favourable in the 
north-eastern division. 

The dry summer of last year adversely affected the cultivation of 
caraway, and the acreage planted was much less than in former years. 
It is thought that the crop will be of poor quality. 

Owing to last year’s drought the prospects for the strawberry crop 
are far from satisfactory, good reports coming only from Gelderland 
and Leiden. 

Cucumbers under glass have suffered from the rough weather in 
March and the beginning of April, but a moderate crop is anticipated. 
Cauliflowers are from moderate to very good, and a good yield of 
tomatoes is expected. Lettuces are good in Westland, Utrecht and 
Limburg, but other places send bad reports. (10,129.) 





NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 

Consul at Medan (Mr. A. L. Mathewson) on the 

pepege the care trade of the East Coast of Sumatra in 1911, which 
st will shortly be issued :— _ 

The cultivation of plantation rubber is already one of the most 
important industries in Sumatra and bids fair to be a factor of very 
considerable importance in future in furthering the development of 
the east coast of the island. It is calculated that approximately 
five-eighths of the whole capital invested is British. One or two 
hitherto unexploited districts have been opened up, and there is 
little doubt that even more would have been done in this direction 
had better means of communication by road and rail been available. 
A large number of companies intend to plant little or nothing 
further in 1912, but several are preparing to plant considerable 
areas. 

Reliable statistics as to the amount of capital invested in the 
rubber industry in Sumatra and the area under plantation rubber 
are unobtainable. Returns show at the end of 1911 approximately 
130,000 acres planted, of which over 125,000 acres are under Hevea 
Brasiliensis. It has been estimated that at the end of 1911 there 
were 50 British rubber companies working in Sumatra, with an issued 
capital of approximately £5,000,000, and a nominal capital of about 
£6,200,000. The capital invested in the cultivation of rubber on 
the east coast of Sumatra is approximately—British, £5,000,000, 
Dutch, £3,000,000, German, £80,000, Belgian, £62,000, and Swedish, 
£20,000, a total of 28,162,000. 
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Some 30 companies are now producing rubber, but the majority of 
them have only recently commenced tapping, and that on a very 
small scale. Official figures are not yet available, but it is estimated 
that the quantity of plantation rubber exported from the east coast 
of Sumatra during 1911 amounted to approximately 677 tons, of 
which about 550 tons were shipped to London. 





FRANCE (REUNION). 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
St. Denis (Mr. E. G. B. Maxse, C.M.G.) on the trade of Réunion in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


A great increase in the import of British-grown rice took place 
during the year; 126,780 bags were imported 


Seon wcll from Akyab and Coconada, as against 166,929 
for tn bags from Saigon. The freight on rice averaged 
Ciiienien 18s. per ton. The price of rice averaged 24 frs. 


(19s. 2d.) per bag. A small quantity was im- 
ported from Madagascar, and averaged 21 frs. (16s, 10d.) per bag ; 
this rice is of inferior quality and of bad colour. British steamers 
have practically the monopoly of this carrying trade. 

There would seem to be an opening for British steamers bringing 
rice cargoes to Réunion to load sugar cargoes, instead of proceeding 
to Mauritius in ballast. The difficulty is that most of the sugar 
planters and exporters have long-standing contracts either with the 
“Compagnie des Messageries Maritimes” or with the “ Compagnie 
Havraise Peninsulaire.” Ifa regular service of a given number of 
British vessels could be assured during the sugar export season, and 
if the interests of the shipowers were in the hands of an energetic local 
agent, it is believed that paying freights could be obtained. 





SPAIN: 


H.M. Consul at Seville (Mr. A. L. Keyser) reports, under date 
Olive Crop 1st May, that conditions, on the whole, are so far 
Sesanpete. in favourable to the coming olive crop of that district. 
Senin and The weather for some days previous to the date of 
Malaga Districts writing had been unusually cold, and the trees 
* have suffered to some extent, but no serious 
damage has been done. It is still too early, says the Consul, to say 
whether the blossom has set well. 

H.M. Consul at Malaga (Mr. P. Staniforth) reports, under date 30th 
April, with regard to the coming olive crop in that district, that the 
weather. and other conditions are so far very favourable, and it is 
confidently expected that the yield will prove considerably larger 


than has been the case for the past three or four years.

and although the smaller quantity exported in 1919 
was counterbalanced by the high prices of that year, in 1911 there 
was a deficiency of 212 tons with prices of an average of 50 
per cent. under those of the year before. 


An effort is being made by the Chamber of Commerce at Iquitos 

to start the planting of cotton in Loreto. This 

Cotton Growing. shrub would undoubtedly grow very well there. 

If labour could be obtained in sufficient quantity 

and at a reasonable wage when wanted, cotton might be cultivated to 
advantage.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 


CYPRUS. 


The Chief Collector of Customs at Larnaca reports that the total 

value of the imports of merchandise into Cyprus 

Trade in 1911. in 1911 was £547,772 (1910, £493,475), of which 

£147,574, or 26°9 per cent., came from the United 

Kingdom and Colonies, as compared with £120,308, or 24°4 per cent., 

in 1910. Austria sent £73,029 ; Turkey, £68,278; and Italy, £67,362 

worth of goods, respectively, in 1911. The values of the principal 

imports showing increases were—cotton piece goods, £26,975 ; cotton 

yarn and thread, £17,662; woollen goods, £5,369; and machinery, 
£3,164. Olives, olive oil, sugar, and timber showed decreases. 

The total value of the exports during 1911 constituted a record, 
and amounted to £626,557, an increase over 1910 of £114,716. 
The principal increases were in animals, £46,768 ; caroubs, £37,298 ; 
wine, £25,733; oranges and lemons, £4,897; potatoes, £4,633 ; 
pomegranates, £4,582; and silk cocoons, £4,482. Decreases were 
noted in oats, wheat, raisins, cotton, wool, hides and skins. 





GERMANY. 


According to the ‘ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 1st May, there has 
Boot and Shoe been over-production in the German boot and shoe 
Market market for a long time. Prices for ready-made 
, footwear are at the lowest point. Boot manu- 
facturers do not enjoy too much prosperity even in normal times, but 
at present the outlook is unusually unfavourable on account of the 
accumulation of large stocks both at the works and warehouses owing 
to the very dry winter and the equally dry summer which preceded it. 
Orders for autumn deliveries are only coming in slowly, so that 
business for boot makers will be anything but brisk during the 
coming summer and autumn. The leather market, too, is unfavour- 
ably affected by the high prices of hides and skins. (X. 5,569.) 





AUSTRIA~HUNGARY,. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Budapest (Mr. E. M. Grant Duff) on the trade of Hungary 
in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


Ten factories were established in 1911 with State assistance, and the 
further development of 15 others was assured ; 

pro ncatenhamese these establishments represent a capital of 
Suihuctey 16,000,000 kr. (about £666,700), and give em- 

, ployment to at least 3,700 workmen. [In addi- 

tion, 36 factories received machinery to the value of nearly £20,000 | 
on condition of employing 1,150 new workmen. Some 67 factories 
received State assistance in the form of freedom from taxes, &c. In 
the case of 20 factories exemption from taxation was prolonged, and 
a similar privilege was granted in favour of 19 factories, the erection 
of which is contemplated. In all, State aid to industry during 1911 - 
represents 45,000,000 kr. (about £1,875,000), and has given employ- 
ment to 7,700 workmen. A good deal has been done by the 
Government to encourage the smaller industries. Machinery has 
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been granted to the value of 90,000 kr. (about £3,750), and an experi- 
mental institution has been established for making experiments and 
examining materials likely to develop the smaller industries. The 
Ministry of Commerce is also engaged in studying methods of 
redacing distress among the working classes. Further, the develop- 
ment of the use of water power in Hungary is engaging the attention 
of the authorities, and the work of the Commission occupied in 
considering a reform of the Industry Law “‘ Gewerbe Gesetz ” is stated 
to have made progress. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 140 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
Potash from Kel Journal” of 18th April relative to the extraction 
peg P of potash from kelp or seaweed in the United 
; States, the British Vice-Consul at Ensenada, 
Mexico (Mr. W. D. Madden) has forwarded a newspaper extract from 
which it appears that the kelp growths already exploited along the 
North Pacific coast of America can be made to yield from two to three 
times as much potash as is now imported into the United States. 
These huge seaweeds, the article states, form ‘“ groves ” 
exceedingly dense, some of those along the Pacific coast being five 
miles long and two miles wide. They are rooted at the bottom among 
rocks, their stems being sometimes as much as 300 feet long, and 
bearing at their tops great air-filled bulbs which serve as floats 
supporting enormous fronds of streamer-like leaves. From the ocean 
water they take up large quantities of potash salts, the dried plants 
containing from 25 to 385 per cent. of their weight of potassium 
chloride, which is easily extracted. They also contain iodine, and it is 
thought that this and other by-products would pay the cost of extract- 
ing potassium chloride. All the groves are within the three-mile 
limit. If properly protected, they will yield indefinitely, renewing them- 
selves by fresh growth each spring. The “ heaviest” growths are south 
of Point Sur, but large ones extend as far north as Seattle. The avail- 
able output of potassium chloride from this source is estimated by 
the United States Department of Agriculture as equivalent to a value 
of 40,000,000 dols. (about £8,222,000) per annum. (8,316.) 





BRAZIL,

Attention is further called to the fact that the “ Annual Statement of the 
Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and British Possessions ”’ 
for the year 1910 has been issued, and may be purchased* at a cost of 5s. 2d. 
for the first volume, 3s. 3d, for the second volume, and 3s. ld. for the 
supplement. This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
akan information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement ’”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &o. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of e Journal. 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S8.W., for the service, including the 
of the “Board of Trade Jowrnal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. | 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Fo 
Countries, from His Majesty's Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Notr.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

Part II.— Unemployment. 
(Applications to the Umpire.) 


In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of workmen :— 


81. Cabinet Making, men employed in making 

(1) Staircases, wall and ceiling panelling, and general house 
fitments in hard wood made in shops by those who may or may 
not be employed to fix the same in the house. 

(2) Fitments for ships, as panelling, fixed furniture to fit 
shape of ship, all kinds of woodwork, which may or may not be 
fixed by the same men. Made (a) in town shops, (0) in shipyard 
shops inside the yard. 


32. Wood Carving. Carving for ships or houses mostly done in 
shops or on the job. 


33. Wood Cutting. Machinists working machines on ship or house 
fitments, in shipyard shop or town shop, whether joiners and cabinet 


makers are employed or not. 


34. Furniture Polishers. Polishing fixtures for houses and ships 
in (a) town shops, (b) on the buildings, (c) board ship or in shipyard 
shop. 


35. Fibrous Plasterers in casting shops, making fibrous plaster 
ornaments, &c., in shops to be fixed in buildings. 


36. Steel Bar and Tin Plate Works. Fitters, turners, machinists, 
smiths, strikers, millwrights, carpenters, joiners, masons, platelayers, 
&c., and all the unskilled labour which assists in these trades in Steel 
bar and Tin plate works, solely for the purpose of carrying out the 
necessary repairs, maintenance and the general upkeep of all plant 
and machinery, buildings, roofs, sidings, be. 


37. Persons employed by Ammunition Manufacturers :— 

(a) In filling and packing ammunition of all types and 
components of the same, including percussion caps, fuzes, &c. 

(6) On joinery work, including instrument cases, chests, &c., 
in hardwood, and repairs and additions to own buildings. 

(c) Sawmilling in connection with the above. 

(ad) Engineers, machinists, engine-drivers, and stokers in 
connection with the above, and heating arrangements of the 
works, 
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88. Stone carvers, carving figures, and architectural ornament in 
stone for the decoration of buildings. 


39. Chain makers and anchor makers. 


40. Cabinet Makers and fitters engaged in machining and putting 
together school furniture of a movable description and not usually 
made in a joiner’s shop, also Church furniture of the same description 
that does not form part and parcel of the building fabric. 


Any representations with reference to any of the above applications 
may be made in writing to the Umpire, by, or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on 
behalf of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of 
the Umpire, 47, Victoria Street, London, 8.W., on or before the 
25th day of May, 1912. 


Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his 
decision on the above applications on or after the 28th day of May 
next. 


EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS. 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any. 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 


All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman 1 jorge to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
fre in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 

rade 


4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
beard by bim orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application. 7 
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
